
ANOTHER MAJOR LANDSLIDE 


MONMOUTH Beach 
in Lyme Regis was 
closed again this week 
after another major 
landslide brought 
down tonnes of rocks 
and trees. 

The slip, measuring an 
estimated 300 metres, oc¬ 
curred on Monmouth 
Beach on Monday morn¬ 
ing, west of the seafront 
chalets which have already 
been seriously damaged 
by recent land movement. 

Tonnes of rock, mud and 
parts of trees continuously 
streamed down the cliff 
for hours, leaving a huge 
pile on the beach. 

Lyme Regis Coastguards 
were first on the scene to 
monitor the slip and keep 
public away from the 
cliffs. They were joined by 
the search and rescue heli¬ 
copter from Portland to

check whether any mem¬ 
bers of the public were 
trapped in the landslide 
but it was quickly estab¬ 
lished that no one was in 
any immediate danger. 

Several members of the 
coastguards said they had 
never seen such a visible, 
continuous stream of de¬ 
bris fall in a landslide. The 
spectacle attracted many 
members of the public 
who were keen to get a 
glimpse and listen to the 
falling rocks. 

Officers from Natural 
England later attended the 
scene and closed the beach 
for safety reasons. They 
stayed at the site until dark 
on Monday and returned 
all day on Tuesday to 


monitor the situation. 
Deputy town clerk John 
Wright also met at the slip 
site with Jurassic Coast 
earth science manager 
Richard Edmonds. 

Warning signs 

Tom Sunderland of Nat¬ 
ural England said the 
beach was likely to re¬ 
open today (Wednesday). 

He added: “We main¬ 
tained a presence at the 
site on Tuesday and moni¬ 
tored the slip. It seems to 
have stabilised. We kept 
the beach closed on Tues¬ 
day to check how sta¬ 
bilised it was but, unless 
anything else untoward 
happens, we will re-open 
the beach on Wednesday 
with warning signs.” 


The deputy town clerk 
said the landslide had “ap¬ 
peared to have stopped” 
but the town council was 
not encouraging anyone to 
go near the cliffs. 

Speaking about the Mon¬ 
mouth Beach chalets 
which have been recently 
affected by landslides, Mr 
Wright added: “The own¬ 
ers of the chalets that have 
been damaged, which is 
five, have all agreed to ap¬ 
point one contractor to 
carry out all the work to 
remove the chalets. They 
are looking to start demo¬ 
lition work as soon as the 
beginning of next week. 

“The town council will 
be in discussion with the 
contractor regarding risk 
assessments to make sure 
the work is done safely. 
This will be through our 
geotechnical engineer.” 



Leading councillor says 'we are all voting fodder' 


A PROMINENT councillor, speaking at a public meet¬ 
ing in Lyme Regis on Saturday, condemned the decision 
making process at district council level, referring to all 
non-cabinet members, as “voting fodder” who have no 
influence at all. 

Councillor Andy Canning, a Liberal Democrat council¬ 
lor representing Dorchester on West Dorset District 
Council, made his comments at a Lib Dem democracy 
meeting held at the Woodmead Halls. 

Councillor Canning, who also the Mayor of Dorchester 
as a member of Dorchester Town Council, outlined how 
the district council was run by seven members of the 
Conservative controlled authority, led by council leader 
Robert Gould, and how many decisions went through on 
a show of hands with little or no discussion. He explained 
that the cabinet system was adopted after legislation 
brought in by the former Labour Government so that 
there would be more transparency and accountability at 
a local level. 

But he went on to explain that this process had in effect 
“killed local democracy” with opposition members not 


being able to deal effectively with constituents’ com¬ 
plaints. 

Councillor Canning said this system surprised and an¬ 
gered West Dorset residents who attended council meet¬ 
ing to listen to controversial issues when important 
decisions were made without any debate. 

He also maintained that the system caused “a surprising 
amount of antagonism” among members. 

Animosity among members 

Councillor Canning said: “There is a surprising degree 
of animosity among members. The political landscape in 
West Dorset is quite antagonistic and there have been 
some fairly big battles in recent times. 

“There is an all-party executive of seven, a group of 
people who make the decisions but do not bow to pres¬ 
sure and that’s what government wants. 

“Often this proves to be the death of democracy as its 
impossible for the public to have any influence over what 
decisions are taken. If they make the right decisions, no 
problem. But if they make decisions which are not pop¬ 
ular, there is no method of challenging these decisions. 


The only method of doing so is to replace them at the next 
election. So many people do not vote on what’s going on 
locally, they vote on the basis of the national view at 
Westminster.” 

“As opposition councillors we have nothing to do apart 
from oppose things. It seems that members of the major¬ 
ity party who are not on the executive do not have any 
influence either. It’s quite spooky when all hands go up 
but they haven’t said anything. We are just voting fodder 
with no influence on decisions.” 

Councillor George Symonds, one of Lyme’s distrioct 
councillors and a Conservative, did not agree with Coun¬ 
cillor Canning’s view that there was antagonism among 
members. 

“I get on quite well with the other councillors,” he said. 

Councillor Canning was one of a number of speakers 
lined up by the Lyme Regis and Marshwood Liberal De¬ 
mocrats with a brief to talk on the work of the district 
council. 

He also spoke about the council’s financial situation,

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LIFE COACH Nicole Willett grew up in Bedfordshire 
and lived in various parts of the country before 
moving to Dorset. 

She has lived in Eype near Bridport with her part¬ 
ner for the last four and a half years and enjoys 
working with stained glass and learning the saxo¬ 
phone. 

Now aged 55, Nicole began life coaching two 
years ago. 


■ WHAT is life coaching? 

Sometimes change is forced on us for example by a sud¬ 
den loss of employment or a relationship breakdown; at 
other times we initiate change ourselves. Life coaching is 
a process that can help us understand change, make pos¬ 
itive changes, achieve our goals and get the most from 
our lives now and in the future. 

■ DOES a Ife coach need qualifications? 

Whilst there is no current official requirement to be qual¬ 
ified, I decided to study for a diploma in life coaching 
(Dip.LC) before setting up my own business. Prior to that 
I worked as a probation officer in various parts of the 
country and for the NSPCC in Dorset.This gave me a great 
deal of experience of working with different people on a 
wide range of issues. 

■ IS life coaching psychotherapy? 

No, although both work with people and attempt to help 
them move on, they are different. Psychotherapists often 
work with people where there have been past or present 
events or issues that have significantly affected them; 
they work in depth usually for an extended period of 
time. Life coaches tend to work with people for much 
shorter periods of time and whilst significant past events 
can be discussed to assist finding solutions for the pres¬ 
ent, they are not dealt with in the same depth. Some peo¬ 
ple will only need a couple of sessions of life coaching, 
others will need longer depending on the issues or what 
they want to achieve. 

■ WHY do people need a life coach? 

There are many issues that people want to discuss. They 
include changing job or job insecurity, financial difficul¬ 
ties, moving home, relationships, the stresses of bringing 
up children or looking after elderly relatives. Sometimes 
people have specific goals they want to fulfill; others may 
know they want to make changes but not be sure exactly 
what they want to do or how to go about it. 

■ WHAT do people get out of sessions with a life 
coach? 

My approach is to help people identify their goals and 
the possible obstacles to achieving them. I then help 
them think about how to overcome these obstacles and 
make plans for the present and future. I use a positive 
and motivational style, tailoring sessions to individual 
needs. Appointments for individuals take place either at 
my home or at premises in or near Bridport. I always offer 



a free first appointment to help people decide if life 
coaching is for them and if they want to work with me. 

■ ARE sessions always one-to-one? 

No, I also offer workshops in the Bridport area (see dates 
at end of interview). 

■ ARE there age restrictions? 

There is no upper age limit but the minimum age of my 
clients is 18. My view is that for children and young peo- 
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pie there are a range of specialised services that would 
better suit their needs. 

■ HOW did you get into life coaching? 

Several years ago I read some interesting articles about 
life coaching and subsequently had a number of sessions 
with a life coach to find out more and to discuss a possi¬ 
ble change of career. I found it very helpful to take time 
out from my daily life to work on issues with someone 
who was objective and supportive. 

■ WHO has most inspired you in life? 

Lots of people have inspired me in different ways during 
my life including family members, friends and colleagues. 
Aung San Suu Kyi, the Burmese opposition leader who 
was placed under house arrest for two decades, is some¬ 
one I have found inspiring because of her determination 
and courage to bring about change and to fight injustice, 
never losing hope in the face of personal danger. 

■ WHAT do you think of self help books? 

Self help books can be very useful in encouraging us to 
make changes e.g. to ourselves, our health, our relation¬ 
ships and our environment. I have found a number of self 
help books thought provoking over the years. However, 
I think we also gain another perspective from talking to 
and listening to others, whether this is someone we know 
or a professional. I think there is a place for both. 

■ WHAT would your motto be? 

Make the most of every day and don't be afraid to try new 
things! 

■ FAVOURITE place on earth? 

Lots! Often it's being in the camper van on a quiet camp¬ 
site where there's a sea view, lovely walks and cosy pub 
nearby. 

■ WHO would you most like to see again? 

I was close to all my grandparents but if I have to choose 
one then it would be my maternal grandmother. She was 
always kind and loving, ready to listen and encouraging.

The Saturday workshops will use a variety of techniques, in 
a supportive environment, to help people make changes 
and move forward.

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District council has

referring to West Dorset being one of the richest local au¬ 
thorities in the country with £54 million in the bank. 

He said the district had been able to maintain frontline 
services despite a cut in government funding because of 
savings achieved by sharing staff costs with Weymouth 
and Portland Borough Council which amounted to £1.5 
million. 

Councillor Canning also expressed concern about the 
number of new houses, an increase of 20 per cent, being 
earmarked for West Dorset, saying: “Lyme is not getting 
many but quite a few others are getting considerable de¬ 
velopments and causing great anxiety.” 

He was concerned that there was a “presumption in 
favour of development” which he thought was “strange 
in a rural area” and expressed fears that new develop¬ 
ments were being “steamrollered through with no concern 
for the environment”. 

Further comment on the cabinet system came this week¬ 
end from another Dorchester councillor, the independent 
Alistair Chisholm speaking at the protest rally into coun¬ 
cil and NHS cuts when he criticised WDDC for spending 
almost £10 million on new offices rather than affordable 
housing and protecting services. 

Councillor Chisholm said: “It (the new offices) stands 
here today as testimony to the dangers inherent in the cab¬ 
inet system of governance - a one-party, one view system

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currently practised by both the district and county coun¬ 
cils, a system that by its very nature stifles debate and 
discussion and undermined the very foundation of 
democracy. 

“Until we introduce, or re-introduce a system which al¬ 
lows for free expression of different views and encour¬ 
ages open debate on those different views, local decision 
making will be the poorer as will the communities that 
the council claims to serve.” 

Other speakers at the Lyme Regis meeting on Saturday 
included Dorset’s new Police and Crime Commissioner, 
Martyn Underhill, who was accompanied by the county’s 
recently appointed Chief Constable, Debbie Simpson. 

Mr Underhill told a packed gathering of all political 
persuasions that the additional funding he had secured by 
increasing the police precept by £3.51 would provide 12 
additional policeman and the recruitment of 250 addi¬ 
tional Special Constables across the county,100 of which 
would be utilised in rural areas and which would benefit 
West Dorset. 

Also on the panel of speakers was Dilip Chakrabarti, 
representing Virgin Care, which has just taken over the 
running of the Lyme Regis Medical Centre, Lyme Regis 
GP Dr Forbes Watson, chairman of the NHS Dorset Clin¬ 
ical Community Group, and long-serving Dorchester 
county councillor Trevor Jones, who gave an overview 
of the work of the county council.

Van overturns on roundabout 


A LARGE van overturned on the Charmouth round¬ 
about with two people inside.

Beach Mission set to return this summer 


UNITED Beach Missions is expected to return to 
Lyme Regis beach free of charge to provide chil¬ 
dren's games and activities this summer. 

Town councillors are tonight (Wednesday) ex¬ 
pected to give final approval to a recommendation 
allowing the Christian group to run their usual sum¬ 
mer activities in the school holidays. 

United Beach Missions visited Lyme Regis every 
summer for about 40 years before being called into 
question in late 2011 by Councillor Mark Gage. 

Councillor Gage was concerned the group were 
not being open about their religious values to par¬ 
ents and said he had received several complaints 
about their activities. 

However, after Councillor Gage and town clerk 
Mike Lewis met with representatives from United 
Beach Missions and laid out some ground rules for 
their use of the beach, the group were allowed to re¬ 
turn in summer 2012 free of charge. 

Councillors agreed to advertise for a concession for 
free children's games and activities for the beach 


area in 2013, with United Beach Missions being 
among those who applied. 

Councillors recently went into committee to dis¬ 
cuss seafront concessions, including the children's 
games, but a recommedation will be put to tonight's 
full council meeting to allow United Beach Missions 
to return free of charge again this summer. 

The recommendation was proposed by Councillor 
Michaela Ellis and seconded by Councillor Anita 
Williams. Councillor Gage voted against the motion. 

Other concessions set to open on the seafront this 
summer include deckchair hire, stone balancing, 
Punch and Judy - returning to the beach for the first 
time in many years - and a Costermonger's barrow 
selling strawberries and other fresh fruit.

■ FOLLOWING your article in the View From Lyme 
Regis of January 31st on the Three Cups Hotel, I would 
like to say that, having campaigned via my blog 
(www.savethe3cups.info) for eight years to see the build¬ 
ing re-open as a hotel, I am disappointed in the lack of 
support from West Dorset District Council for the people 
and businesses of Lyme Regis. 

The Three Cups has a huge potential to attract tourists 
and money to the town, even more so as the popularity 
of its famous guests like Tolkien and Chesterton in¬ 
creases. 

Why won’t WDDC act in the interests of the people 
they represent and stop the proposals to demolish all but 
the facade? Why are Palmers allowed to claim via their 
agents that “it would not work financially as a hotel” 
when they only used the worst (posh end) case? What 
about sensitivity analysis and scenario planning? Why 
don’t they take a look at some of the budget hotels spring¬ 
ing up in the current economic climate and see how they 
could work for the economic well-being of the area? 

The historic interiors of The Three Cups need to be pre¬ 
served as well as the frontage. What could be more de¬ 
sirable for literary fans from around the world than to 
enjoy the hospitality of the hotel where Tolkien, Ten¬ 
nyson and Chesterton stayed in the very rooms where 
they stayed, ate, drank, laughed and gained inspiration? 

We should also remember Thomas Hollis (1720 - 1774) 
and his connection with The Three Cups. Considering his 
investment in Lyme Regis for tourism and the cause of 
democracy at Harvard College, I think he would be spin¬ 
ning in his grave if he knew that the hotel has been left 


empty for 23 years. 

And it would be a great loss for “we, the people” if the 
building were allowed to collapse!

Snowy scene on a snowy day 


OVER 40 members of Lyme Regis Art Society braved the 
snow to welcome Michael Chappell. 

Mr Chappell is based at Mangeton Mil where he will be 
holding a private view of his work March 28th. He has been 
in Dorset for about 17 years now and runs classes at the 
Mill. 

Although he previously demonstrated seascapes to the 
group, this time he painted a snowy scene in acryclis. Using 
a good brand of student quality paint, a big brush and a 
piece of Galleria paper primed with coats of white gesso 
and taped to a board, Mr Chappell started painting the fur¬ 
thest part of the picture - the sky. He works with a limited 
palette of cadmium yellow, a “cold” red, (either permanent 
rose or alizarin crimson), ultramarine blue and titanium 
white, well-worn hogs-hair brushes, particularly a curved 
filbert brush, and an enamel tray for a mixing palette as 
dried paint lifts off this with boiling water. 

With circular sweeps of paint, he laid in a wintry sun in a 
pinkish sky, achieving subtle changes of colour by blending 
in the white and blue to cool the colour down. Final blend¬ 
ing with a clean damp brush and “a thumb” of white for the 
actual sun filled the page with light. 

Mr Chappell draws as little as possible but sketched in the 
background trees and hedges. These were then stippled in 
a purple mix of alizarin, blue and white whilst the tall trees 
in the middle were blocked in with burnt sienna before 
being turned upside-down for the painting of the delicate, 
thinner branches of the crown. Top-most twigs were stip¬ 
pled or sprayed in by dragging a finger across the painted 
bristles of a toothbrush. The tracks through the snow from 
the front of the picture led the eye into the picture and the

final purple shadows of the trees and a few lonely rooks in 
the sky completed the chilly, wintry scene.

Weaving her magic spell over listeners wherever she plays - from the concert 
hall to the campfire, from folk clubs to main festival stages - she is a rare gem who has the power to draw an 
audience into her world and create an intimate space where her words and music dance and delight, leaving 
all those present with a smile, a warm feeling inside, and a few issues to ponder, too. 

It is hardly surprising that Martha is such an original and accomplished performer. Her father is acclaimed 
singer-songwriter Steve Tilston and stepmum the glorious Lon- 
don-lrish folk singer Maggie Boyle. Hearing folk luminaries such 
as Bert Jansch, Ralph McTell and John Renbourn playing in the 
kitchen with her dad, and learning traditional songs from Mag¬ 
gie Boyle formed the background to Martha's love of folk music. 

Tilston's album Of Milkmaids and Architects was released in 
late 2006. She was nominated for Best New Act in the 2007 BBC 
Radio 2 Folk Awards contest and has gone on to become a 
highly respected and treasured part of modern British folk. 

Supporting Martha Tilston is local singer songwriter Peter 
James Millson. Pete is currently touring the south west and Lon¬ 
don doing solo shows and opening for Boo Hewerdine and Jen¬ 
nifer Crook amongst others. Millson's debut album ’Sweet The 
Love That Meets Return’, produced by Danny George Wilson, is 
in progress at Reservoir Studios in London. And features mem¬ 
bers of the Rockingbirds, Grand Drive, Ryan Adams' band and 
The Magic Numbers. It's already a winner.

P ERCHED high on the headland at the mouth 
of Cornwall’s trendy Camel Estuary, the St 
Moritz Hotel reeks of decadence but in a 
non-pretentious way. 

With the North Cornwall beaches in close proxim¬ 
ity, and glorious views over the Atlantic, there can 
be few better places to spend a weekend break away 
from the rigours of the daily grind. 

We chose the coldest weekend of the winter for our 
sojourn into Cornwall, although as Devon was snow¬ 
bound and shivered in sub-zero temperatures there 
was little of the white stuff west of Exeter with the 
Duchy basking in temperatures of five degrees and 
more. 

Even in such arctic conditions, the journey from 
View From Country into deepest Cornwall took just 
over two hours and a warm welcome was awaiting 
from the staff at St Moritz. 

A luxury hotel has stood on this stunning site over¬ 
looking Daymer Bay, near Rock, since the 1930s, 
making it the perfect setting for the ultimate luxu¬ 
rious break. 

The original, imposing private house belonged to 
a couple called the Underwoods who, after the war, 
reinvented it as a luxurious hotel. On his trips to St 
Moritz, Richard Underwood found a commitment 
matching his own for haute cuisine, excellent serv¬ 
ice and attention to detail, and named the hotel after 
the Swiss town. 

The St Moritz became truly international. Its chefs 
learned their trade in Switzerland and the excel¬ 
lence they brought back - and on which the Under¬ 
woods insisted throughout - saw its reputation soar. 
Politicians, film stars, business leaders and writers 
were drawn to the spectacular coast but, most of all, 
to the hotel’s celebrated levels of service. 

Brothers Hugh and Stephen Ridgway, the new 
owners, bulldozed the original building and in a £15 
million development completed in 2008, recreated 
those heady art deco days of the 1950s with an hotel 
and leisure complex which is dedicated to supplying 
the perfect antidote to the daily stresses of urban 
life. 

Standing on the Trebetherick headland, with in¬ 
spiring views over the estuary between the trendy

resorts of Polzeath and Rock and within easy reach 
of some of Cornwall’s most popular attractions, the 
St Moritz is the ideal base for getting acquainted 
with the magic of Cornwall. 

But don’t be fooled into thinking that this is just a 
posh pad for yuppie couples; the St Moritz is very 
much a family hotel. Despite its obvious opulence, 
the first thing we noticed was the collection of kiddie 
essentials in the foyer - buckets and spades, wellie 
boots, skateboards and even a surfboard. 

The hotel also has its own holiday club for chil¬ 
dren, branded as the Mini Moritz, with a host of ac¬ 
tivities including sand safaris, not to mention their 
own menu and cocktails. 

We spent our two nights at the St Moritz in a 
ground floor suite which included its own kitchen 
and which would have made any Domestic Goddess 
salivate. Not that we intended using it with one of 
Cornwall’s best restaurants waiting for our custom 
in the main body of the hotel.

The suite was all you would expect and more from 
an hotel with St Moritz’s reputation, comfortable sit¬ 
ting area, sliding door access to your own sitting out 
area, massive bed and a welcome box of goodies with 
romance in mind which included truffles, a free DVD 
of Audrey Hepburn’s “Breakfast at Tiffany’s and a 
game of Truth or Dare. 

The snow had caused a number of cancellations 
from guests intending to stay at the weekend but did 
not seem to affect the restaurant where the high 
standards expected in this part of Cornwall were 
clearly satisfied by new head chef Nick Osborne. 

Committed to the finest British food, predomi¬ 
nantly Cornish ingredients, his team of nine chefs 
working in the open kitchen, make the dining expe¬ 
rience more interesting, demonstrating huge atten¬ 
tion to detail and presentation. 

With its proximity to the Cornish ports, fish fea¬ 
tures prominently on the menu with Nick not final¬ 
ising the evening menu until he has bought his fresh 
fish, landed by the daytime fisherman from Port 
Isaac to Newlyn. 

Saturday morning was spent touring this corner of 
Cornwall with the obligatory visit to Padstow, fol¬ 
lowed by lunch in the St Moritz’s Sea Side restaurant 
with has easy access from the pool and beach hut 
area. 

The atmosphere in the Sea Side is much more re¬ 
laxing but with an equally interesting fish domi¬ 
nated menu together with some favourites much in 
evidence.

MEET the new Golf R Cabriolet, the first-ever 
open-top R model and the fastest-ever pro¬ 
duction open-top Golf. At the heart of the

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Pothole plague risks a rise in tyre related road casualties 


The current'pothole epidemic'blighting 
the UK's roads is not only causing added 
financial burden for drivers and councils, 
but it is also in danger of leading to a rise 
in the number of tyre related road casu¬ 
alties. 

The stark warning has been issued by 
TyreSafe, the UK's leading tyre safety or¬ 
ganisation and comes after the con¬ 
sumer watchdog Which? found that 
Councils in England and Wales paid out 
£22.8m in compensation to drivers for 
pothole related damage in 2012. 
"Hitting a pothole can cause a number 
of tyre and wheel problems which can 
have a serious impact on road safety,"ex¬ 
plains Stuart Jackson, chairman, Tyre- 
Safe. "Visible damage such as buckled 
wheels or lumps in the tyre are the most 
obvious signs of a problem which must 
be addressed by a qualified professional.

However, hidden problems such as 
cracked alloys can be just as dangerous." 
Indeed, such is the scale of the pothole 
problem that one TyreSafe member re¬ 
ported more than 100 customers with 
damaged alloy wheels visited one of its 
outlets in just the last month alone. Fur¬ 
thermore, following the 'perfect storm' 
conditions for the formation of potholes, 
many road experts are now predicting 
months of motoring misery ahead. 

"If drivers do hit a pothole, it's important 
that they check their tyre pressures reg¬ 
ularly over the next few days to see if 
there is any gradual loss of pressure," 
adds Jackson. "Hairline fractures in the 
alloy wheel can lead to air escaping and 
low pressure can have devastating con¬ 
sequences." 

Correct air pressure is particularly impor¬ 
tant for safe driving. Not only is handling 
and cornering affected by low pressure, 
but when driven under-inflated for pro¬ 
longed periods, tyres are more likely to 
overheat and suffer from rapid deflation. 
This type of event can be extremely diffi¬ 
cult to control as it often occurs at high 
speeds on motorways risking the life of 
the driver, vehicle occupants and other 
road users as well. 

Other pothole related damage that driv¬ 
ers are being advised to look out for in¬ 
clude cuts, lumps or bulges in the tyre as 
well as any changes to the vehicle's feel 
or handling which can be a sign of mis¬ 
alignment. 

"If you are in any doubt about the condi¬ 
tion of your wheels and tyres, we'd ad¬ 


vise popping along to your nearest tyre retailer so they 
can give them a thorough inspection and make sure 
they're safe to use,"concluded Jackson. 

Drivers unsure of their correct tyre pressures can find 
details in their vehicle handbook, inside the fuel filler 
cap or on a plate on the driver's door sill. Alternatively 
they can use TyreSafe's free iPhone app or check online 
at www.tyresafe.org.
